Cathedrall churches, through 
out all England the maryed 
prieſtes , which then were in 
thoſe churches the olde dwel-

ion or rather ſuperſtition &

Danes {povling them, & cru- 
elly burr.ingthem vpin there 
houſes, 2s is atlsrge,and plen- 
tifuliye confeſſed in the hiſto- 
ryes of th-jr owne churches. 
For thvs newe rearing vp of 
monkerie is £thelwolde cal- 
ed in moſte olde hiſtoryes, 
pater monachorum, the father of 
mohkes . Vnder tays £thel- 
wolde was £lfricke traded vp 
in learning, as he witneſſeth of 
him ſelfe in the Lattyne pre- 
face of his Saxon grammer,
